Dryden's Definition of Wit; but a very odd 
Fellow, who would intrude upon, and ias a 
Brisknefs of Imagination more lke Madnefs than 
regular Thought, told us, that Harry Facks was 
the firft who told him of the taking of the Cita- 
del of Tournay, and (fays he) Harry deterves a 
Statue more than the Boy who ran to the Senate 
with a Thorn in his Foot to tell of a Victory. We 
were altonifh’d at the Affe:tion, and Spondee ask’d 
him, What Affinity is there between that Boy and 
Harry, that you fay their Merit refembles to much 
as you juft now told us? Why (fays Sponder) Har- 
ry you know is in the Frence iuterett, and it was 
more Pain to him to tell the Story of To#rn2y, than 
to the Boy to run upon a Ti.orn to relate a Victo- 
ry which he was glad of. Tle Gentleman who 
was in the Chair upon the Subject of Propriety of 
Words and Thoughts, would by no means allow, 
that there was Wit in Spyadee’s Compariion ; and 
urgd, that to have any Thing gracetully .atd, it 
mult be natural; and that wiat was introduc’d 
in common Diicourie with 10 much Preimeditation, 
was iniufferable.

Tatlers, or, Ditcouries of Wit by Retale, and ror 
the Penny, thou!d come within the Defcription of 
Writing. 1 bow’d at his Compliment, and--- But 
he would not let me proceed, You tee in no Place 
or Converiation the Periection of Speech io‘ much 
as in an accomplifh’d Woman. Whether it be, that 
there is a Partiality irrefiltible when we judge of 
that Sex, or whiatever it is, you may ovicrve a 
wonderful Freedom in their Ctterance, and an ea- 
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fy Flow of Words, without being difiraéted (as we 
often are who read much) in the Choice of Dictions 
and Phrafes. My Lady Covrily is an Inftance of 
this: She was talking the other Day of Drefs, and 
did it with fo excellent an Air and Gefture, that 
you would have {worn fhe had learn’d her Action 
trom our Demojihenes. Befides which, her Words 
were fo well adapted to the Matter the talkd of, 
that the Drefs was a new Thing to us Men. She 
avoided the Terms of Art in it, and defcribd 
an unaffeéted Garb and Manner in fo proper Terms, 
that the came up to that of Horace’s Simplex Mun- 
ditiis; which,whoever can tranflate in Two Words, 
has as much Eloquence as Lady Cou#rtly. . I took the 
Liberty to tell her, That all ihe had 
much good Grace, was fpoken in Two Words in 
Horace, but would not undertake to tranflate ; up- 
on which fhe finil’d, and told me, She believ'd me 
a very great Scholar, and I took . Leave, 
From my oxn Apartment, Auguft 31. 

I have been juft now reading the Introduction to 
the Hiftory of Catiline by Salujt, an Author who is

‘amafraid, Gentlemen, I fhould poifon you. 

This Speech had good Effe& in the Boatfwain’s Fa.

Letters from the Hague of the 6th of September, N. §; 
fay, That the Governor of the Citadel of Zournay having 
offer'd their Highnefles the Duke of Marlborough and the 


Prince of Savoy to furrender that Place on the 31ft of. 


the laft Month, on Terms which were not allow’d 
them by thofe Princes, Hoftilities were thereupon re. 
newed ; but that on the 3d the Place was furrender’d, 
with a feeming Condition above that of Prifoners of 
War; for they were forthwith to be conduéted to Cons 
dé, but were to be exchang’d for Prifoners of the Al. 
lies, and ‘particularly thofe of Warneton were mentioned 
in the Demand. Both Armies having ftretch’d towards 
Mons with the utmoft Diligence, that of the Allies, 
tho’ they pafs’d the much more difficult Road, arrived 
firft before that Town, which they have now a€tually 
invefted ; and the Secntiee teens was, at the 
Time of difpatching thefe Letters, marking the Ground 
for the Encampment of the covering Army.
